Before the 
First Society of Spiritualists, Sunday 
Morning, November 17, 1889.

Glve me your attention this morning 
while I speak on tbe sentiment of 
wonder. Intellectual conditions are 
never completely stated when the sen- 
timent of wonder ta left out, for this 
sentiment has played a greater part in 
intellectual work than apy other single 
sentiment. 

Let me tell you what I mean by en- 
timent. Sentiment is not a thought 
creating faculty, it is au attribute of my 

conscious and unconscious celf. My 
sentiments vary; they are habits which 
have been produced by the percistent 
effect of circumstances in the evolution 
of intellectual capacity. A sentiment 
differs from an instinct. An Instiuct is 
a faculty that does not Improve by ex- 
perieuce, but It does its work accurately. 
Instinct unerringly does a mechanical 
work, but seutiment does pot. It iga 
continual wind, so to apesk, biowlng Jn 
tbe resim of intellect. It lsa blas pro- 
duced by the iong action of external 
circumstances upon the developlog reg- 
gon. It is Induced by mystery, or by 
diflicuity, or by aspiration. Seuliment 
can be selfish aud it can be altruistic. 
There are two sortsof sentiment which 
have been dignified by the name of 
moral sentiments. Morals have no fix- 
ity In the constitution of mao, but there 
l always a moral sentiment, 
been culled by various names. This 
moral sentiment is partly selfirh aud 
partly altruistic, ‘Do uuto otbers us 
you would bave others do unto you,” la, 
when reduced to ite primal elements, a 
selfish sentiment. A truly altrulstic 
sentiment, a sentiment that worka 
purely for the good of another, may be 
seen In the way a hen will care for her 
chickens, the way a motber will euffer 
for ber chili—tbis ia purety altruistic 
sentiment, Sufferiug tbat others may 
be benctited. 

This sentiment, then, ia a tendency, a 
blas, it is not thougut-makivg power. 
Sentiment or bias plays a part in the 
realm of religion. Aud what is the 
realm of religion? The realm of religion 
is the realm of :mayination, of wouder 
and of mystery. It is founded, fret, 
upon the faculty of the human mind to 
Comprchend itelf aud the external 


lt has |to me, let me see lt—for this mystery 


up in thla realm of imagiuation, wonder 
and mystery. Now. this realm of im- 
agination, wonder and mystery we shall 
ever have. There will always be mys- 
tery, there will always be wonder, and 
there will alwaye be Imagination; hence 
there will always bereligiou. But with 
the development of mevtal capability, 
a greaier rational cootrol will be exer 
clsed over the imagination and the bias 
of wonder; sentiment will fall into 
more ready line, and the heat of tke 
{maginatlon will be lessened, ite wings 
wlll not be ao great. 

Then the realm of the imagination, 
of the religious faculty purely, is a 
realm of mental creation; all that 
thought which pertains to the religious 
line is created by man’s subjective 
studies. We manufacture our religions. 
The modification of organization, habit, 
clrcumstanuces and adjacent surround: 
ings, qualify, change and manipulate 
the suijective conditions of religious 
form. This has always been true, and 
the force of education upon the human 
intellect ia (he force which Is changing 
the subjective creations of the imagin 
ation of wonder and of mystery. These 
hypotheses of religious sentiment are in 
barmopy with the system of Knowl- 
edge. Let me illustrate this. Never 
out of harmony with that knowledge. 
A man's religion is the bighwater mark 
of bis knowledge and bis want of 
knowledge. The more knowledge of 
the phenomena of nature man possesses 
and tbe more he sees bis ignorance, the 
more he feels tbe necessity of know!- 
edge, because mystery has magnified 
io his perception the vast domain of 
mystery. The astronomer, for example, 
sees more of the universe than he who 
bas paid but little attention to the 
spheres. His perceptive power being 
increased by the telescope and his 
mathematical imagtnation beling cult! 
vated, he can realizo more of the stellar 
phenomena than the man not go culti 
vated. The field of the unkuown phe 
nomena is wider and grauder and more 
profound. Bə with the blologist, who ia 
seeking the elements of life, the psy- 
chologist, who Is seeking the elements 
of consciousness, profound subjects, 
atudiea in orgamization and capability, 
organic, constitutional relativity—won- 
derful subjects—but still kuowledge 
only Inspires to larger conceptions of 
the sphere of mystery, and it is thia 
mystery, realized by the cultured mind, 
tbat ls tbe bighest prompting of what { 
might call the sclentific religion. 

The eclentific religion ia that eupreme 
impulse which drives the eclentific im 
pulse along to new fields of dlucovery. 
There ja a relish, there is a Joy, there is 
an enthusiasm, there is an intellectual 
excellence in the thought of finding io 
palure something new. Not for any joy 
chat it will tring, but the fuct of dis 
covering something new, that is the 
highest sentiment of ectenlific religion. 
And that will be the last. When hu- 
manity has thrown off the prevalent 
form of religious sentiment, when the 
old forms of God are dead, the God of 
the sclentific mind will be the new 
truth that lu shrouded there. Give it 


becomes the supreme power to move 
the coneclousners of the scientific mind. 

But that Ia only a power in a few 
minds to-day, upon the earth. Itla the 
power of the religious mind in the 
spiritual world. When a sou)—gradu- 
ated upon the earth and earthly ideas— 
when that goul comes into the spiritual 
world and beholds and realizes for the 
first time that delty ls removed, Is atlll 
ahead, still beyond the ordipary religtous 
consciousness of to-day, Jt puts an end 
to religious devolion, Religious devotion 
to-day puta God into tbe spiritual world 
—'Our Father who art in beaven,” 
The expectation, the hope, the faith, 
the devotion, the creations of religious 
effort are ull to be rewarded and to be 
made up to me by the religious power 
lu the epiritual world. We shall see 
God, we shall see His Son, we shall see 
the workers of righteousners sround

universe. The idea—not the sentiment | the thronc—!s the hope of the Christian 


world. In the spiritual world the doom 
of disappointment rests upon such. 
God can only be seen, can only be real- 
ized in the discovery of a new fact in 
the universe of being. We can never 
get nearer to God than when we dlecov- 
era new truth In the objective or the 
subjective uolverse. It isthe dawn of 
truth, it is the dawn of utility, it is the 
birth of usefulness, it is the creation of 
knowledge, It is the power of revelation 
in the soul of man— God revealing him- 
self in phenomena. lt is the supremeat 
power in the religious consciousness, 
this scientific consciousness—the dis 
covery of a new truth. 

Slowly the world will come to this. 
But you see the first article in this re- 
ligion, in this new religion, in this 
great religion, the first article in it is 
that the highest expression of conscl- 


ousness—of religious consciousness—ia 


the acquisition of a new truth. It ie 
the worshlp of the growth of knowl- 
edge. It isthe worship of the tealiza- 
tion of the Jaws of nature. Then if 
that be the highest religion, and the 


greatest religious sentiment, Jet us see 


what part wonder will play with that 


sentiment. 


Enligtened wonder je the power ip 
the scientific mind. What would make 


& biologist bring his researches and dig 


deep into the constitution of animated 
nature; enter into the precincle of or- 
ganism, affection and the impulses of 
love, what would make him spend bis 
weary hours iu this way but this power 
of wonder? What carried Humboldt 
over the world, what made him ascend 
high mountains and study the habits of 
animal life? He could have spent his 
time iu the fascinations of pleasure in 
the social world, be could have talked 
with delicate ladies In the drawing- 
room, he could bave lingered over the 
latest passion of the fasbiouable novel, 
he cou'd bave wasted his days with 
funcies of art, with dramatio inspira- 
tions and frivolities, but wonder eat 
upon his sul, the greatest charm of all 
dramatic power was the charm of na- 
ture, the genius of the inner spirit of 
the mighty upiverae. That was a 
grander «expresion of religion tban 
that which ls seen In the miserable 
poverty of the Pope’s religious consci- 
ousners. Plac2 on one side your Hum- 
boldt or Bruno, if you choose—on one 
side bring your intellectual euthuslasm 
seeking to know the mysterles of the 
universe, and the Pope oo the other 
side, bending before the superstitious 
ideal of the creation of the imagination. 
Bruuo's head was illumined with the 
light of the sun of eternal knowledge, 
the crevcent was beautiful and majestic, 
for he sees eternal glories, while dark- 
ness, death und pl'y shrivel the aspect 
and the power of the Roman personal: 
ity. 

Lat us look at the sentiment of relig'- 
ous wonder—how it bas plnyed ita part 
in the development of civilization, A 
spirit must look at the world. The 
wide Intellect must take in the grasp 
of all ages. Hewho only understands 
the thought of his own time is !gnor- 
ant, Sweep then, back, over written 
and unwritten ages. Away beyond the 
mountains of history, back beyond the 
Romau world, back beyond the classic 
forms of Grecian thought, away beyond 
the glorles of egyptian genius nud capa- 
bility, lay the emplre of Bibylon. A 
social state, an organized government 
and aristocracy, & priesthood and rellg- 
lon, a hierarchy of spirits and nomology 
of the spiritual world, existed when the 
foundations of thought, the spirit of 
modern civilization was taking its rise. 
This sentiment of religious wonder was 
there, but how does It work? It works 
on a field where it always will work 
while men are Ignorant. It worked in 
the fleld of imagination, Where races

Jupiter is dead. The form of divinity 
bas passed away. But the sham pre- 
rogatives live still in the realms of 
belief. Whata strangs thing religion 
becomes whea it Is a fossil. What a 
strange aspect to the cultured mind 
the nineteenth century presents. The 
men in the pulpit, the teachers of sweet 
morality, teaching absolutism side by 
side with the highest ethical culture of 
the age, grafting into thoug)t the dark- 
ness and folly and the institutions of 
the ages which are dead. 

The theological Christ ia as dead as an 
elephant at the Nort Pule. The blood 
of the Lord Jesus Carist as a ransom 
for sin ja the most gigantio error held 
before the world today. That Jesus 
of Naziretb was a personified expres- 
sion of the creator to the uniyerse in 
his development is a theological error 
that js appalling to an utellectual 
mind, appalling. Taata mnan of cul- 
ture, that a man of solentitic logical 
capability, should iu bis conscience 
believe or dare to tell the world to-day, 
that such is his condition, is a pitiable 
degradation of philosophy and religion. 

This religivus consciousuess is moving 
And it is moving in some quarters fast 
enough. Tne tide of progress can only 
kerp pace with the tide of intellectual 
growth. Kuowledge doeg not give 
brain. A man may be very higbly 
educated and still remain a fool. When 
knowledge ia given soll to grow in it 
can make a great mar, Buchanan, 
who was the instructor of James the 
First, of England, and James, the 
Sixth, of Scotlaud, was once reproached 
for the Incompetency and weaknees in 
the character of James, and in justifi- 
cation of himself sald: “I think I suo- 
ceeded well with the king, considering 
the material I had to begin with.” 

The time has come when we must 
study religion from a physical, organic 
polut of view. Religion must fll some 
new element in social and intellectual 
growth and act on me by education. 
How nre they made? Tuey sre made 
by organic improvement. The general 
theological brain of men to-day is more 
Perfect than it wasiu the days of the 
Nazarene. There is more brain. Bralo 
is the organ for spiritual force, and ttiis 
orgau of bralo must be properly, pliysl- 
ologlvally produced.

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AN EXAMINATION OF THE BIBLI- 
CAL TEXTS SUPPOSED TO OPPOSE 
BPIRITUALISM.

Some people are like clook pendu- 
lums, only In the center while swiuglog 
from one extreme to the other. 1 tind 
fo the ranka of Spiritualism many who, 
while in the churches regarded the 
Bible as coutalning the sum total of 
God's will—as a plenarily {uspired 
revelation from God to man— who now 
feel it their partioular duty to, ou every 
occasion, “In season and out of season,” 
denounce and ehow thelr contempt for 
it. Indeed I know many worthy 
Spiritualiste, who regard their hatred 
for the Bible as a book, as a kiud of 
evidence of superiority over the cvm- 
mon herd of mankind, 


but It saya necromacers must be put to 
death. 

The word necromancy ia composed 
of two Greek words; the firat fa netro or 
nekros, the English of which ie, dead. 
The second is mastis or mantia which 
means conversation, familiarity, The 
idea is, if there be found among you one 
who deals with the dead—is famltiar 
with the dead, or converses with the 
dead, you aball put bim to death. 

Now I submit that thls Js strong lan- 
guage—that If I had the writing of a 
Jaw against Spirituallam myself I could 
pot make it stronger than the one 
quoted iu the texts above. They are 
against us; let us concede it. 


TILE OTHER SIDE OF TIHE QUESTION, 
Now that I have conceded all the 


Individually I belong to nefther of 
these classes; I regard the Bible as 


neither better nor worse than 
thousands of other books. 
not worship It as a kind of fetisch, I do 
not detest it as an abomlaation. I 
belleve that, like all other so-called 
eacred books the Bible oopntalns the 
best that that people aud age could 
produce. 

When the Idea of the plenary lospira- 
tion of the Bible is gone, then the book 
aa a book will do no harm; but, on the 
contrary, probably much good. The 
Bible, like any other book, should be 
used, not a8 a prison in which for its 
readers to confine their thinking, but 
aga key with which for them to un- 
lock their thoughts. 

When I wish to get my Cbristlan 
neighbor to see tha beauties of Spirit- 
ualism I do not commence by driving 
him from me with my denunciations of 
a book, which to him fa sacred. I 
strive to guide him by the flickering 
rays of bia own Bible, to the sunlight of 
spiritual truth. It is bad policy to take 
the enemies gues from them and spike 
them unless they can be turned against 
those who formerly used them, and 
made such effective weapons in batter- 
ing down their ramparts. 

IS THE BIBLE AGAINST SPIRITUALISM? 


When a Spiritualist goes into a new 
place to present his views he is usually 
met with the idea tbat the Bible is 
against Spiritualism. The Spiritualist 
usually does not care whether the 
Bible ia againat bim or pot. He kuows 
Spirltualiem is true, and if the Bible Is 
against it,so much the worse for the 
Bible. 

I know the Bible is al) on the slde of 
Spiritualism, but I do not intend in this 
article to present the proof. All I now 
design to do is to admit all that tbe 
opponents of Spirituallam claim, and 
then to prove Spiritualism by the very 
texts they suppose to be againstit, In 
other words, to admit all the opposers 
propose to prove by the particular texts 
they quote, aud then to work those 
paesages in as proofs of Spiritualiem. 

In order to allow the objector the full 
weight of bis otjection, I will first 
quote it as it atands in several places 
in the Bible. 


TEXTS SUPPOSED TO BE AGAINST 
SPIRITUALISM. 

1, When tbou art come into the 
land which the Lord, thy God, giveth 
thee, thou shalt not learn to do after 
the abominations of those . nations; 
there shal] not be found among you 
Boy one that maketh bis son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire, or 
that useth diviuation or an observer of 
times, or an enchanler, or a witch, or 
a charmer, or a conaulter with familiar 
spirils or as wizarde, or a necromancer; 
for all that du tbee things are av 
abomination unto the Lord. And be- 
cause of these abominations the Lord, 
thy God, doth drive them out from 
among thee. Deut. 18, Ix:xi. 

2. Regard not them that have 
fainiliar spirita, nelther seek after 
wizards to be defiled by them; I am 
tbe Lord, your God, Lev, 10, xxxi, 

8. And the soul that turoeth after 
auch as have familiar eplirits and 
wizards, to go* * * œ after them I 
will even cet my face against that aoul, 
and will cut him off from among bis 
people. Lev, 20, vi, 

4, A man also, or a woman tbat 
bath as familiar spirit, or that is a 
wizard, shall surely be put to death; 
they sball stone them with stones; 
thelr blood shall be upon them. Verse 
xxvil, 

6. And when they shal! aay unto 
you, seek uuto them that have familiar 
spirits, and unto wizards that peep and 
that mutter; ahould not a people seek 
unto their God, for the living to the 
dead? To the law and to the testimony, 
if they speak not according to this word, 
it ia because there Ie no Nght in them.

They are more agalost Spiriivallem 
than many who quote them kuow. 
Indeed there are few objectors who are 
able to bring out of these texts the full 
jnelght of objections there je iu them.

This law originated somewhere; it is 
either man’s law or God’s law. If it ie 
man’s Jaw it bas no more business in 
this controversy than if it oecvrred in 
the code of Caluaor Japau. Men have 
made many foollsh Jaws, and this may 
be one of the places where law makers 
have made fvols of themselves. It fs 
sald that the framers of the old ‘'blue 


| laws” of Conneoticut made laws against 


mothers kissing their babes on Sundays, 
Such laws, supposipg them to have had 
a real existence, would never be quoted 
to prove that it was wrong for a mother 


what fools made laws for the colonies 
in former time; so, if the above waa 
man’s law, it way be only a proof that 
men made foolish Jawa. 

But this is not the case. No opposer 
of Spiritualism ever quotes the above 
as man’s law. They tell us, sometimes 
in the language of Dr. Talmage, that 
“God hates Spiritualism,” and quote 
these texts as proofs. They say, “This 
is God's condemuation of Spiritualism.”’ 

Very well. Beit so. Now let one 
thing be understood, that is, that infi- 
nite wiadom never legislated against an 
ignus fatuus, 

The law is proof that the law making 
power, be tbat what it may, feared that 
men would get knowledge from the 
dead; and the law was made to stop it. 

Paul says: “The law was added be 
cause of tranegressions,”’ Gal 3, xix. That 
is, the law was added because the prin 
ples in it were transgressed. This is 
true. The only reason for the law 
agalost murder is, men sometimes KIll 
each other. The law is made to pre- 
vent it. 

Now, if there was a Jaw in nature 
against obtaining knowledge from the 
dead there would be no need of any 
other law on that subject. Men could 
not go to the moon if they would. Do 
you tbiuk, dear reader, that there would 
be any necessity for a law in the Bible, to 
prevent people from getting knowledge 
from the dead, If it was as impossible to 
obtatn knowledge from that source as it 
is to go to the moon? Thus it is demon- 
strated that these texts are the most 
positive proofa that their author be 
lieved that people could be guilty of 
necromancy. Thus these scriptures be- 
come the most positive proofs of Spirit- 
uallam. If it were impossible to com- 
muuicate with the dead surely these 
texts are the places in which to say it. 
Even the existence of the texta is proof 
that thelr author belleved in spirit 
communication, 


OPPOSERS CONDEMN -THEMSELVES. 


I now argue that there are two eldes 
to even these scriptures under examl- 
nation, and I feel justified in quoting to 
those who use them against Spirit- 
ualiam, the words of Paul in Rom. 2, |, 
Therefore thou art Inexcusable, O, man, 
whosoever thou art that Judgest; for 
wherein thou judgest another thou 
condemnest thyself; for thou that 
judgest doest the same things. 


The Jaw is very plain and forbade 
any effort to get knowledge from the 
s0 called dead. I acknowledge that I 
violate that law almost every day, and 
that If tbe law la binding I deserve to 
suffer ita pepalty. Now what ie the 
duty of the one who quotes these texta 
against me? Ia it to hur! texts of acrip 
ture at me? No, “Thine hand shall be 
upon him,” "They sball stone him with 
stones; thelr blood shall be upon them.” 
The cburchman’s duty Ia clear, it la 
to stone Spirituallata to death. Chris- 
Have, will you do your duty? If not 
please say no more about our violating 
the laws of God.

From an acorn weighing a few grains, a 
tree will grow for a hundred years or 
more, not only throwing off many pounds 
of leaves each year, but itself weighing 
several tons. If an orange twig is put in 
a large box of earth, and that carth is 
weighed, when the twig becomes a tree. 
bearing luscious fruit, there will be nearly 
the same amount of earth. 

From careful experiments made by dif- 
ferment scientific men, it is an ascertained 


fact that a very large part of the growth 
of a tree is derived irom the sun, from the 
sir, and from the water, and very little 
from the earth; and, notably, all vegeta 
tion becomes sickly unless It ia freely ex- 
posed to the sunshine. Wood and coal 
are but condensed sunshine, which con- 
tains three important elements, ¢qually 
essential to both vegetable and animal 
life—magnesia, lime and iron. It ia the 
iron in the blood which gives the durabili- 
ty necessary to bodily vigor, while the 
magnesia is important to many of the tise 
eucs. 

True it is, that the more persons are out 
of door, the more healthy, the more vigor- 
ous they are, and the longer they will live. 
Every human being ought to have an hour 
or two of sunshine at noon in winter, and |
